25X1 ** | I Comment . The installation of new fuel containers 
^“reported for the first time. This observation may 
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possibly Indicate that the airfield is to be occupied 
by a new unit, since it has been observed that new fuel 
containers were dug in at other airfields prior to 
the arrival of new units, according to previous 
reports no special fuel containers for jet aircraft 
have been installed. Jet planes apparently are 
refueled only from tank trucks.
